Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art teaches an ultrasonic apparatus for calculating the cross-sectional 
area of a blood vessel (see US Patent No. 5,339,816, column 10, lines 46-63; also see 
JP 1 1-076233 as cited by applicant), but fails to disclose that cross-sectional area is 
calculated on an orthogonal section, and that the calculation is based on the respective

positions of the respective portions of the wall of the blood vessel that correspond to 
first supersonic-wave elements and are calculated by a first wall-position calculating 
means, and respective positions of the respective portions of the wall of a blood vessel 
that correspond to second supersonic-wave elements and are calculated by a second 
wall-position calculating means. 

Further, the prior art teaches an ultrasonic apparatus for determining a cross- 
section of a vessel, and if the cross-section is found to be an ellipse, the cross-section 
can be computed using a calculated incidence angle (see US Patent No. 6,261,233, 
column 19, lines 2-44; column 19, line 61 -column 20, line 5). However, they fail to 
disclose that the cross-section is calculated based on respective positions of respective 
portions of the wall of the blood vessel that correspond to first supersonic-wave 
elements and are calculated by first wall-position calculating means, and respective 
positions of respective portions of the wall of the blood vessel that correspond to second 
supersonic-wave elements and are calculated by a second wall-position calculating 
means. They also do not disclose that the incidence angle is calculated by a center- 
axis calculating means and the direction in which a Doppler supersonic-wave element 
emits a supersonic wave toward the blood vessel. 

As such, the prior art fails to show a blood-vessel-shape calculating means for 
calculating a shape of a blood vessel on an orthogonal section thereof, based on the 
respective positions of the respective portions of the wall of the blood vessel that 
correspond to first supersonic-wave elements and are calculated by a first wall-position 
calculating means, and the respective positions of the respective portions of the wall of 
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a blood vessel that correspond to second supersonic-wave elements and are calculated 
by a second wall-position calculating means, in combination with the other claimed 
elements. Further, the prior art does not suggest or teach a center-axis calculating 
means for calculating based on respective positions of the respective portions of a wall 
of a blood vessel that correspond to first supersonic-wave elements and are calculated 
by a first wall-position calculating means, and respective positions of the respective 
portions of a wall of the blood vessel that correspond to second supersonic-wave 
elements and are calculated by a second wall-position calculating means, respective 
center points of respective sections of the wall of the blood vessel on respective 
measuring sections of first and second arrays, and calculating a center axis of a blood 
vessel, based on respective center points of respective sections of a wall of a blood 
vessel on respective measuring sections of the first and second arrays; a relative-angle 
calculating means for calculating an actual relative angle between the center axis of a 
blood vessel, calculated by the center axis calculating means, and the direction in which 
a Doppler supersonic-wave element emits a supersonic wave toward the blood vessel; 
and a blood flow velocity correcting means for correcting, based on the actual relative 
angle calculated by the relative-angle calculating means, the velocity of the blood flow 
calculated by the blood-flow-velocity calculating means, in combination with the other 
claimed elements.
